The reason he wanted the £50, he. 
| said, was that he had a bill of £40 to” 
I'meet -at the Hyde Park Hotel, and. 
lcould not obtain money from his 
uncle then, as: he was away ill,.and' 
his. -solicitors would not disclose’ 
his whereabouts. The witness lent: 
him £20, which he promised. to re- 
turn in a few days’ time. . 

At Williams's invitation the witness 
| dined that night with him and. his 
wife at the Hyde Park Hotel, where 
they had a suite of rooms, After 
that Williams. called almost daily at 
'the Ministry of Shipping. On Sep. 
tember & he told the witness-that he 
had just seen Mr. Balfour. .and Lord . 
| Robert Cecil at the Foreign Office ta: 
| get permission for his. wife to accom- ‘ 
pany him to :Trondhjem, but. the. 
Foreign Office refused to emigrate” 
'her, and he thereupon resigned his: 
|| position and applied ‘for a ‘berth in

t- On that occasion, the witness anid,

Detective Winter stated thar wher 
he explained the charge to Williams 
at Fleetwood (Lancs,) Police Station 
he-replied that he received only £5- 
a quarter from his uncle while he’ 
was at school, but. had recrived | 
nothing from him’ since he “jolned 
the. Army. ‘With regard‘'to his 
alleged appointment ag private 
gecretary to Lord Harding, he sald, 
u ee is a-dream.”: 

He afterwards made ‘a long state- 
ment, in which he said that on leay- 
ing school in July 1915 Ke joined’ an 
Officers’ Training Corps, and wag 
discharged. through ill-health in July. 
1916; “In the same month he 
was appointed Aasistant’ Vice-Consul 
at’ Trondhjem at a salary of “£300, 
afterwards increased-to £400. He 
borrowed about £1,000 from. the 
Vice-Consul, and came to England,’ 
and was married on August 21 fast 
to Miss Ranken, of Strood, Rochester.
